| NEW TENSIONS 


The so-called ‘cold war’ be- 
tween Russia and the United 
States, which is perhaps too sim- 
ple a designation for the political 
and ideological struggle proceed- 
ing in’ all points of the globe, 
threatens tu become more intense 
in the Far Kast unless there is 
come unforeseen and radical 
change in fhe trend of the mo- 
tucnt, 

Kven had no challenge been 
thrown down by the American 
decision to grant interiin aid to 
China, there would — still have 
existed good enough reason to 
expeet current desclopments to 
strain yet further 
Saviet relations on three fronts— 
Korea, China and Japan. 

The United Nations: Korean 
Commission, bitterly denounced 


cooperation, will in January  at- 
tempt to carry out its mandate. 
As there is every indication that 
the Soviet will refuse to grant 
the commission entry into north 
ern Korea, the United Nations 
group can perform its designated 
functions in South Korea only. 
To venture to set up an indepen- 
dent government there would be 
worse than futile, since it would 
still leave the country hopelessly 
split, with — its cconomy so cut 
across that there could be no sur- 
vival without considerable out- 
side financial assistance. 

United States officials, having 
foreed: the issue, apparently be- 
lieve that such @ government in 


cauthern Korea could hold ats 
awn in an eventual — unification 
tussle wish the north, On the 


other hand, the Soviet proposal 
that both Russian and American 
troops be withdrawn denotes 
Russian confidence that Commun 
ism ints been planted — strongly 
enough forthe North to take over 
all Koren were the country left 
to itself, No matter which view 
is the correct one, the process 
clearly involves increased tension 
in Soviet-American relations. 

Similarly, the announced intén- 
sion of a powerful group in Con- 
gress, backed by the President, to 
ensure that China receives con: 
siderable cconoMic aid to beat 
down Communism, must tend in 
the same direction. Although the 
State Department is more reluc- 
tant than the Republicans to cm- 
bark upon aid to the Chiang 
Kai-shek regime, quite different 
resvons are operative: The Re: 
publican purpose has been made 
clear cnough——the desire to bols- 
ter the campaign ta suppress the 
Communists,. . The State .De- 
partment, in. this - case, requires 
certain guarantees that. the con- 
trols to be exercised will be suf- 
ficient to ensure that the finan: 
cai aid granted will definitely 
contribute to that end. 

As fac as Japan is concerned, 
the sharp difference of opinion 
between Russia and the other 
Rowers on how, the treaty for 
that country should be written 
has already been given wide pub 
licity. If the members of the 
Far Edst Commission decide that 
it is impossible to persuade Russia
